At the office of the St. Louis 
Medical Society it was said that 
Dr. Muench “was. automatically 
dropped, according to by-laws and 
regulations, for non-payment of 
dues.” The dues of the society are 
$30 a year. 

Dr. Muench Defense Witness. 

Dr. Muench, whose offices are in 
the Wall Building at 3903 Olive 
street, has been in the courtroom 
and corridors at Clayton courthouse 
during proceedings in the kidnaping 
cases, including the trials of Angelo 
and Felix McDonald, 
both of whom were convicted and 
sentenced, respectively, to 20 and 
60 vears in the penitentiary. 

He testified for the defense in 


both trials. In reply to questions 
at the Rosegrant trial, he said he 
had been “let out’ of his job as 
examiner for the New York Life In- 
surance Co.; that he was a member 
of the staff of the U. S. Marine Hos- 
pital and of the associate staff at 
Missouri Baptist Hospital. The su- 
perintendent of the Missouri Baptist 
Hospital later testified in rebuttal 
for the State that the institution 
had no associate staff. 

At the McDonald ttrial, Dr. 
Muench stated he was consulting 
specialist at Marine Hospital, add- 
ing “that’s the staff.” He testified 
in each case that he, and not Rose- 
grant, was Mrs. Muench’s compan- 
ion at Coronado Hotel, April 4, 
1931. 16 days before Dr. Kelley was 


kidnaped. 
Testimony on Hotel 

Tt was then, State’s witnesses tes- 
tified. that Mrs. Muench and her 
dance floor partner paid unusual 
attention to a group which included 
Dr. and Mrs. Kelley, Mr. and Mrs. 
William D. Orthwein IJ, Donald 
Bixby and others, attending a birth- 
day celebration in honor of Mrs. 
Kelley. Orthwein testified that 
Mrs. Muench was dancing with a 
man “I feel sure was Rosegrant.” 
Dr. and Mrs. Kelley and Bixby 
testified that her partner strongly 
resembled Rosegrant. 

Dr. Muench has been practicing 
medicine since graduating from 
Washington University in 1915. 
Previously he had attended the 
University of Missouri, where he 
met and married Miss Nellie Tipton 
in 1912. She was then a student 
at Stephens College in Columbia. 

Dr. Muench formerly was a vio- 
loncello player in the orchestra of 
the old Century Theater. His wife 
has been in business at various 
times since their marriage. She 
was the proprietor of the Mitzi 
Shop, a pretentious women’s ap- 
parel establishment at 392 North 
Euclid avenue, which went bank- 
rupt in 1928 with a loss of $77,000 


to creditors.

VICTIM STUFFED 
IN TRUNK ON AUTO 


Prisoner Tells ‘of Fight 
Over Girl—Says He In- 
tended to Abandon Car 
With Body in It. 


By the Associated Press. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Feb. 7.— 
Clarence Frechette, 25-year-old 
Kalamazoo (Mich.) chauffeur, was 
arrested on the California-Nevada 
line last night in an automobile in 
the trunk of which was the body 
of Frechette’s employer, Robert 
Brown, also of Kalamazoo. Brown 
had been shot to death. 

Capt. Joseph Blake of the State 
highway patrol said Frechette con- 
fessed that he killed Brown at 
Howell, Mich., near Kalamazoo, on 
Jan. 29, in a fight over Frechette’s 
girl. Frechette said he had driven 
west with the body in the trunk 
intending to dispose of it in San 
Francisco, 

Frechette’s Statement. 

Frechette said he and Brown left 
Kalamazoo Jan. 29, driving an au- 
tomobile owned by Brown’s mother, 
intending to go to Pontiac by way 
of Lansing. They stopped at How- 
ell and ate dinner. Leaving that 
town, they stopped again during an 
argument over a girl Frechette was 
“going with.” Brown told him, 
Frechette said, that he, too, had as- 
sociated with the girl and “I 
knocked him down.” 

“He crawled to the car and 
reached in a pocket and grabbed a 
pistol. He pointed it at me and I 


grabbed his hand,” Capt. Blake 


[quoted Frechette as saying. “I 


'don’t know whether it was his fin- 


ger or mine, but the gun fired twice. 

“I put him in the trunk and I 
didn’t know whether he was dead 
or alive. I knew if I was caught 
I'd spend the rest of my life in 
prison. I opened up the trunk and 
threw in his hat and a towel and 
threw the key away.” 

Story of the Capture. 

The capture came shortly before 
midnight, Capt. Blake and two pa- 
trolmen acting on information from 
Sacramento authorities. Early last 
night Detective-Sergeant Ralph 
Towers of Sacramento received a 
telegram from _ Sheriff Charles 
Struble of Kalamazoo, asking him 
to start a search for Frechette. The 
Sheriff said he suspected the man 
of killing Brown and _ stealing 
Brown’s automobile. The message 
said that a short time before 
Brown’s father had received a tele- 
gram signed “Robert,” asking that 
$50 be telegraphed to him in care 
of a Sacramento hotel. It was sus- 
pected that Frechette was using 
Brown’s name. Sergt. Towers no- 
tified Capt. Blake. 

About 11:15 p. m., a small sedan 
with a Michigan license swung into 
a border station. Officer Frank 
Carson approached the machine. In 
it were Frechette, another man lat- 
er identified as John Malcolm Ri- 
vas of Salt Lake City, a woman 
who said she was Mrs. Victor Mes- 
senger of Alameda, Cal., and her 
small daughter. Rivas, the woman 
and girl had joined Frechette at 
Salt Lake City while making their 
way West. 

Breaks Under Questioning. 

At first Frechette insisted he 
was Brown and later he denied he 
had anything to do with the kill- 
ing, but with the three. officers fir- 
ing questions at him, Capt. Blake 
said Frechette finally broke down 
and confessed. 

Frechette said he had intended 
to go to §$an Francisco, “ditch the 
automobile with the body in it,” 
and take a boat to China. 

Capt. Blake said Frechette told of 
holding up two drug stores and a 
restaurant in Denver Friday and 
Caturday, obtaining a total of $41. 

Brown, 25, a trucking operator, 
was shot twice through the head. 
In the automobile officers found a 
.32-caliber automatic pistol, pre- 
sumably the one figuring in Frech- 
ette’s story.

Man in Girard, Kan., Jail Said 
to Have Been Identified 
as Jess Doyle.

PITTSBURG, Kan., Feb. 7.—Jess 
Doyle, wanted by the Department 
of Justice in connection with the 
Edward G. Bremer kidnaping case 
at St. Paul, today was lodged in 
the Crawford County jail at Girard,

AURORA, Il, Feb. 7.—Slugging 
a Federal agent who was drinking 
a stein of beer, Jess Doyle escaped 
last night a few hours after his 


arrest in the Bremer’ kidnaping 


case. 

He escaped, it was disclosed to- 
day, from the bar of a-hotel ct 
Yorkville, county seat of Kendall 
County. The agent and a com- 
panion had made a forced landing 
in Yorkville as they were returning 
Doyle from Kansas City by plane. 

The identity of the prisoner was 
guarded by the Chicago office of 
the Division cf Investigation, but 
police at Northern Illinois were 
asked today to hunt for Doyle in 
a car bearing the same licenses us 
one in which the prisoner, after a 
dive through a window, escaped. 

Unable to find the municipal air- 
port at Chicago, the pilot made a 
forced landing on the farm of E. 
L. Matlock, near Yorkville, 50 
miles southwest of Chicago. 

With their prisoner handcuffed, 
the agents drove to Yorkville and 
entered the hotel where one of the 
agents placed a call for the De- 
partment of Justice office at Chi- 
cago. 

While his companion was tele- 
phoning, the second agent led 
Doyle to the hotel bar and removed 
the handcuffs. 

“The officer ordered two beers,” 
Grace Larrison, a waitress, who 
witnessed the escape, said. “The 
prisoner sipped his beer slowly and 
seemed to be watching his guard’s 
movement. Suddenly, fust as the 
Federal officer raised his glass, the 
prisoner struck him on the chin 
and the officer fell to the floor. 

“The prisoner turned around and 
leaped through the closed window 
into a side yard. I saw him race 
out the gate and across the street 
where he jumped into an automo- 
bile and drove away while the 
agent fired at him through the 
window.”

Loan and Grant to Be Used to 
Complete Rail Approaches 
to Bridge. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, adminis- 
trator of the Public Works Admin- 
istration, today announced allot- 
ment of a loan and grant of $1,- 
103,000 to the City of St. Louis, for 
completion of railroad approaches 
to the Municipal Bridge. 

The Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, the PWA was informed, has 


previously spent $1,400,000 for the 
approaches, which are to make the 
bridge available for use by passen- 
ger trains of <ll reads entering St. 
Louis from the east, northeast and 
southeast, 


The plan for completion of the 
Municipal Bridge approaches, with 
the help of a PWA loan and grant, 
contemplates that the city shall is- 
sue about $800,000 in notes, to be 
given to the PWA for its loan. The 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
has agreed to purchase the notes 
from the PWA. The loan is to be 
supplemented with an _ outright 
grant, the amount of which was 
stated a few weeks ago as $242,000. 

The RFC made its commitment 
from the $250,000,000 which Con- 
gress authorized in an amendment 
approved last June. Completion of 
the approaches will make possible 
the full use of the bridge for pas- 
senger traffic, and will place in ef- 
fect the agreement with the Termi- 
nal Association, by which the city 
will take over the highway deck of 
Eads Bridge, to be operated as a 
public highway.

Defense Puts on Henry 
Uhlig to Tell of Trip to 
Europe With Isadore 
Fisch, Then Calls Him 
Hostile Witness.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Feb. 7.— 
Dr. Erastus M. Hudson, a New 
York physician who has made a 
hobby of fingerprints, returned to 
the stand today in the trial of 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, 
charged with the murder of the 
Lindbergh baby. 

The defense pnursued its hint of 


“framed” evidence with Hudson, 
clinging to his testimony that the 
“Rail 16’—a part of the kidnaper’s 
ladder which the State charges 
came from Hauptmann’s attic and 
fitted there—had only one square 
nail hole when he saw it on March 
13, 1932, 13 days after the kidnap- 
ing. The rail, in evidence, has four 
nail hcles which State experts and 
police said corresponded with nail 
holes in the joists of Hauptmann’s 
attic. 

Henry Uhlig, friend of Haupt- 
mann and Isador Fisch, gave the 
defense’ little help in its effort to 
show that Fisch, not Hauptmann, 
got the $50,000 ransom money.

Contradicts State Expert. 

Charles J. De Bisschop, whose 
qualifications as a wood expert 
were challenged by the State, but 
who was allowed to testify, said 
that the upright in the ladder used 
by the kidnaper of the Lindbergh 
baby did not match a floor board 
found in the attic of Hauptmann’s 
home. He said there was nothing 
to indictae that the ladder rail and 
the attic floor board came from the 
same tree. “I would say they are 
an entirely different board,” he 
said. 

Attorney-General Wilentz then 
brought out that the witness wags 
called into the case last Monday 
and had spent only three hours 
studying the exhibits. 

De Bisschop was still on the stand 
when court adjourned at 4:52 p. m.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7. — Two 
anti-trust proceedings involving 16 
Cleveland steel corporations with 
assets aggregating $1,276,000,000 
were brought today by the Depart- 
ment of Justice in the Ohio city. 

One suit was for an injunction 
to restrain consummation of the 
proposed merger agreement  be- 
tween the Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion and the Corrigan, McKinney 
Steel Co. and its subsidiaries. 

The other suic charged that sev- 
en individuals have interlocking di- 
rectorships among 10 competing 
steel companies and asked the Fed- 
eral Court to dissolve these rela- 
tionships. 

Department Statement. 

A statement issued by the De- 
partment on the proceeding in- 
volving the Republic Steel and the 
Corrigan company said: 

“The petition alleges that the va- 
rious stock acquisitions in connec- 
tion with this proposed merger are 
in violation of section 7 of the Clay- 
ton Anti-trust Act and that the ef- 
fect of the stock acquisition will be 
to substantially lessen competition 
between the companies involved.” 

“The petition alleges that the two 
companies combined will sell more 
than 16 per cent of the semi-fin- 
ished steel produced for sale in the 
entire United States, and 12 per 
cent of the merchant bars pro- 
duced for sale in the United States,” 
the statement continued. 

“The petition alleges that the cor- 
porations involved have already ob- 
tained the consent of more than 
two-thirds of each class of stock- 
holders and that unless enjoined the 
defendants will consumate the mer- 
ger within approximately 10 days. 
A temporary injunction is sought 
pending the final determination on 
the merits.” 

Interlocking Directorships. 

Concerning the remaining litiga- 
tion the department said: 

“The other suit is brought under 
section 8 of the Clayton Act against 
17 defendants. It charges that 
seven individuals have interlocking 
directorships among 10 competing 
steel companies, including the 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co., 
Inland Steel Co., Wheeling Steel 
Corporation, the Otis Steel Co., 
Delaware River Steel Co., Republic 
Steel Corporation, the Corrigan, 
McKinley Steel Co., McKinney Steel 
Holding Co., the Cleveland-Cliffs 
Iron Co., and the Cliffs Corpora- 
tion. 

“The interlocking directors who 
are named as defendants are Wil- 
liam G. Mather, &. Livingston Ma- 
ther, D. T. Croxton, Cyrus S. Eaton, 
George T. Bishop, William R. Bur- 
well and Myron A. Wick. 

“Each is alleged to be a director 
of two or more of the 10 named 
corporations, which have assets ag- 
gregating approximately $900,000,- 
000.”

U. S. REFUSES CUBA'S REQUEST 


Extradition of Gen. Herrera De- 
nied; “Offense Political.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—United 
States Commissioner: Garrett W. 
Cotter today denied the request of 
the Government of Cuba for the 
extradition of Gen. Alberto Herrera, 
former Secretary of War.

Tests With Imitation Plane. 
Stanley Seal, a young pattern 
maker from the Foran Foundry of 
Flemington, was called. 
Attorney Pope brought a wooden 
imitation of a plane, with two lead 
pencils inserted as a blade, to in- 
dicate the location of nicks. The 
contrivance was constructed by 
Seal Pope asked him to demon- 
strate how the distance between tle 
nick marks on wood planes would 
vary with a change in the manner 
in which the tool was held. 
Seal passed his imitation plane 
over a white card board sheet, 
parallel with the edge and then at 
an angle. The width between the 
pencil lines was different in the 
second. 
Seal attached a piece of board to 
the Judge’s bench with a clamp and 
demonstrated the parallel planing 
and that at an angle. 
“If there are nicks on the plane,” 
he told the jury, “the width between 
the marks will be less.” 
Wilentz asked one question. 
Q. If there are fine nicks on that 
plane you can’t see them? A. No. 
Pope excused him, then recalled 
him to make a demonstration with 
the plane alleged to have been 
found in Hauptmann’s garage. 
Seal had some difficulty in ad- 
justing the plane blade. He pushed 
the plane, in a parallel position, 
cross the board. The board was 
turned over and planed with the 
tool held at an angle. 
“That shoutd show a difference 
in the width of the marks,” Seal 
said. 
Seal testified that the change in 
the angle of planing would change 
the space between the nicks. 
Wilentz limited his cross-examin- 
ation to a few questions on the ap- 
pearance of the nick marks and 
Seal was excused. 
Questioned on Wood. 
Pope then called Hugh Orr, a 
wood expert from Brockton, Mass. 
He said he was graduated from 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 


nology in 1897 as an architect. 

Q. Have you examined the photo- 
graphs of the plane marks in this 
case? 

Orr was apparently called in an 
effort to discredit Arthur J. Koeh- 
ler’s testimony that Hauptmann’s 
plane was used on tHe kidnaper’s 
ladder. Koehler listened closely 
from his place at the prosecution 
table. 

Pope interrupted his questions to 
permit Wilentz to cross-examine 
Orr On his qualifications. 

Orr said he had never testified 
as a wood expert on the grain, 
source and defects in wood. He said 
his experience with wood was lim- 
ited to his work as an architect. 
Orr could not name any authority 
on wood identification. 

Q. In other words, you and I 
agree that you are not qualified to 
testify.on wood. A. Yes. 

Pope returned to the witness, ex- 
plaining he was to testify as to the 
physical characteristics of wood. 

Wilentz questioned him. 

Qualifications Attacked. 

@. Do you know that markings 
on wood depend on the grain and 
that quality of the wood has an ef- 
fect on the markings of tools on 
woods? <A. It would affect the 
shape, size and so forth of the 
markings. 

Q. Of course you have had no 
experience or study in wood? A. I 
am only testifying to the possibil- 
ity of solid bodies being measured. 

Wilentz addressed the court, say- 
ing, “I don’t think this man is 
qualified.” 

Pope contended that Orr was 
called to testify to measurements 
on wood, 

“You are an architect,” Wilentz 
interposed, “not a physicist?” The 
witness assented. 

Pope asserted: “But he has taken 
a course in physics.” 

Justice Trenchard allowed Orr to 
testify on wood measurements. 
Pope asked a few questions about 
solid bodies, holding the board the 
young pattern maker had planed.

De Bisschop told Wilentz that he 
was a nurseryman. He told of han- 
dling many thousands of feet of 
lumber and his own experience in 
growing trees. 

“Hardwood trees,” the witness re- 
lated, “developed a ring of growth 
every year, but softwood trees de- 
velop them every five years.” 

Q. Have you ever testified in 
court as to the identity or defects 
of wood? A. No. 

Q. Did you ever make a study 
where a piece of wood came from? 
A. Yes, when we found a rare 
piece. 

Q. Did you make a study of the 
mark of tools, machines and other 
agencies make on wood? A. Not as 
a study. In our line, the lumber 
business, we observe how it comes 
out of the mill after planing. 

Q. Did you ever use a microscope 
in your study of wood? A. I have. 

The witness said he had never 
studied the markings a planing mill 
would make on wood. 

Wilentz asked if he could tell 
from examining a board how many 
knives were in the planer’ that 
finished it, or the number of rev- 
olutions a minute of the plane's 
head. The witness said he could 
not. 

Pope protested when Wilentz led 
the witness into his detection of a 
faulty plane among his employes. 
The defense attorney said that was 
not what he was called for. 

“I think it’s proper,” observed 
Justice Trenchard. “I don’t know 
what he was called for yet.” 

Pope addressed the Court, ex- 
plaining that De Bisschop was 
called “for matching wood” and a 
discussion of grain. 

“Now, Mr. Attorney-General,” 
said the Justice, “do you think the 
witness is qualified.”

One of Army Doctors Who

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 7.—Maj. J. 
Cc. Dye, Army medical officer, testi- 
fied today Maj. Charles A. Shepard 
“did everything he could” to help 
him while he was attending Mrs. 
Zenana Shepard, with whose mur- 
der Shepard is charged. 

Maj. Dye, now stationed at Wash- 
ington, knew the Shepards at Fort 
Riley, Kan., where Mrs. Shepard, 
the second wife of the now retired 
63-year-old tuberculosis specialist, 
died June 15, 1929. He was one of 
several Army post physicians called 
to the Shepard quarters after Mrs. 
Shepard became ill a month before 
her death. 

When he first saw Mrs. Shepard 
she had double vision and other 
symptoms which led him to pre- 
scribe a strong laxative, Maj. Dye 
said, adding there was a table near 
her bed on which were several cap- 
sules. Maj. Dye was then asked by 
Defense Attorney Hal Harlan to de- 
scribe the symptoms of the poison 
from which the Government charges 
she died, and the witness said dur- 
ing his treatment of her Mrs. Shep- 
ard did not have such symptoms. 
He did not, however, attend her 
throughout her illness, he said. 

Says She Didn’t Want to Live. 

Maj. Dye testified Mrs. Shepard 
told him she didn’t want to get 
well. 

“I tried to kid her,” he testified, 
“but she said she knew all about 
life and wanted to know about the 
hereafter.” Dye said this convera- 


of Mrs. Shepard’s illness. 

The Major said that in the spring 
of 1929 he consulted Shepard about 
a measles epidemic on the _ Fort 
Riley reservation, which was caus- 
ing running ears. He was asked 
if he knew whether a solution of 
mercury and alcohol was accepted 
as standard treatment for that ail- 
ment.

APPROVED BY HOUSE 


Measure Backed by Auto Club 
Passed by Vote of 85 
to 46.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—The 


House, by a vote of 85 to 46, today 
passed the drivers’ license bill which 
has the backing of the Automobile 
Club of Missouri, The bill provides 


for a £0-cent fee for a three-year 
period, but does not require an ap- 
plicant to take an examination. 

The measure now goes to the 
Senate, where another bill, drafted 
by Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
of St. Louis and having the backing 
of Mayor Dickmann’s Traffic Com- 
mission, has been introduced. The 
Traffic Commission bill would re- 
quire an examination, provide for a 
$1 fee for three years, and permit 
suspension of a license for viola- 
tion of city ordinances. 

The House bill requires an exam- 
ination only when the applicant has 
some physical or mental defect. It 
makes mandatory revocation of a 
license for manslaughter resulting 
from an automobile accident, driv- 
ing a car while under the influence 
of liquor, conviction within a year 
on two charges of reckless driving, 
and conviction for leaving the 
scene of an accident. 

It does not provide for suspension 
of a ticense for violation of. city 
ordinances. Driving a car after a 
license has been suspended makes 
a jail sentence of not less than two 
days or not more than six months 
mandatory. Violation of the act is 
made a misdemeanor.

ACCIDENT VERDICT IN CRASH 
OF FIRE AND COAL TRUCKS 


Fireman and Chauffeur Were 
Killed in Collision and Two 
Others Hurt. 

John B. Dressel, 34-year-old city 
fireman, and Jefferson Bohn, 24, a 
chauffeur, were killed and two oth- 
ers were injured when a Fire De- 
partment inhalator truck crashed 
into a coal truck at Twenty-first 
and Chestnut streets yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

REALTY MEN URGE ¢ 
SALES TAX INCREASE 


Another Hearing Held by Mis- 
souri House Committee— 
Retailers Oppose Levy. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—~ 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee held another hearing on the 
sales tax last night, but heard no 
new arguments either for or against 
it. The situation was essentially 
the same as at previous hearings. 
Merchants oppose the tax or any 
increase in it, because they say 
they cannot pass it on to the con- 
sumer, and real estate interests 
favor a levy as high as 2 per cent 
in the hope of a reduction in per- 
sonal property tax. Evidence was 
offered that in other states as high 
as a 3 per cent tax is successfully 
passed on to the consumer. The 
tax now is one-half of 1 per cent, 

A 2 per cent tax, moreover, would 
not produce enough revenue to per- 
mit a reduction in local property 
taxes. According to the Tax Com- 
mission’s figures, a 2 per cent tax 
would yield about $20,000,000 an- 
nually. One-third of this auto- 
matically would go to the school 
fund, leaving little more than $12,- 
000,000, or the amount which the 
State must raise for relief if it com- 
plies with the demands of the Fed- 
eral government. 

No Action on Bills. 

The committee took no action 
on any of the sales tax bills, in- 
cluding the administration measure 
for a 1 per cent tax. Chairman 
Daniels announced that the final 
hearing would be held next Wednes- 
day in the House chamber when 
large delegations, especially in op- 
position, are expected to appear. 

Appearing in favor of a 2 per 
cent tax were Clarence C. Lang, 
executive secretary of the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange; Phillip 
Strop and W. F. Enright of the 
St. Joseph Real Estate Board; 
Byron T. Shutz, president of the 
Kansas City Real Estate Board; 
and a delegation of school superin- 
tendents headed by H. P. Study, 
president of the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association. 

Appearing in. opposition were 
Fred Wehrenberg, president of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
St. Louis, and Eugene A. Damon, 
of the Associated Retailers of Mis- 
souri.

Supreme Court Rejects City’s 
Appeal: From Two Con- 
demnation Grants.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—The 
Supreme Court upheld today dam- 
age awards by condemnation com- 
missioners to two owners whose 
property was condemned by the 
City of St. Louis for the Halls Fer- 


ry traffic circle. The awards were 
$16,892 to Peter and Anna Buselaki, 
and $21,368 to the Hampton Invest- 
ment Co. 

The awards were sustained by 
the Circuit Court in St. Louis after 
the city took exception to the com- 
missioners’ findings and the city 
then appealed to the Supreme 
Court. The city contended the Cir- 
cuit Court had admitted testimony 
on speculative and future values 
and had, in overruling the city’s 
objections, disregarded evidence of 
sales of similar property in the 
same neighborhood.

No such ground has 
been stated and had the questidn 
been properly saved, we should not, 
in our own view of the evidence, 
reverse the trial court on the 
ground.”

JOBS AND PRODUCTION 
REPORTED INCREASING 


Department of Commerce 
Statement Shows Gains in 
December and January. 


— 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The De- 
partment of Commerce monthly 
“survey of current business” says: 
“Sharp gains have been evident in 


industrial production and employ- 
ment. 

“The adjusted index of industrial 
production for December, at 86 per 
cent of the 1923-25 average, was 12 
points higher than in November 
and was the same as the 1934 
high,” the report continues. “The 
weekly data for January indicate a 
further advance in the index for 
the current month. 

“The expansion in production in 
December was reflected in a contra- 
seasonal increase in the number 
of factory workers. The seasonally 
adjusted index of factory employ- 
ment rose 3 per cent, while the 
payroll increase was 6.2 per cent. 

“Automobile production has re- 
cently been at a rate not wit- 
nessed for this period of the year 
since 1929, while steel ingot pro- 
duction has increased from 32 per 
cent of capacity in the first week 
of December to 53 per cent in the 
latter part of January. 

“Expansion, after due allowance 
for seasonal trends has also oc- 
curred in the leather and shoe, 
lumber, rubber manufacturing, to- 
bacco manufacturing, machine tool, 
textile, newsprint, and plate glass 
industries. 

“Distribution of goods by the 
railroads did not decline to the 
usual extent during December, the 
adjusted index rising sharply.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—A con- 
gressional committee was told today 
by the National Association of 
Manufacturers that the unemploy- 
ment insurance tax proposed in the 
administration’s social security bill 
was unconstitutional. 

James A. Emery, general counsel 
of the association, added two oth- 


er objections to the job insurance 
provisions of the measure, in his 
testimony before the House Ways 
and Means Committee, although he 
approved the general purposes of 
the legislation. 

The objections were: 

1. That the 3 per cent tax on pay- 
rolls would be pyramided. 

2. That is would not be levied on 
the ability of the employer to pay. 

He insisted that the unemploy- 
ment insurance tax was “not a tax 
intended for the purpose of raising 
revenue but for the purpose of pro- 
ducing conduct.” 

Citing court cases to support his 
contention that such a tax was not 
constitutional, Emery told the com- 
mittee: 

“This legislation upon its face 
is pointed to one result—that is to 
secure state legislation upon a sub- 
ject on which the states have not 
legislated.”

Encouragement of Arson. 

It long has been the contention 
of insurance companies that the 
valued policy law encouraged arson, 
and officials of the State depart- 
ment are practically in agreement 
with them in that opinion.

$802,500 from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, according to 

the latest RFC reports. 

This covers the last half of 1954. 


It was in June of last year that 
the powers of the RFC were en- 
larged and approximately $300,4u0,- 
000 was made available for direct 
loans to industry. Of this sum 
only $39,963,159 had been authorized 
in loans and only $8,787,848 had 
been actually disbursed to business 
up to Monday.

Johansen Brothers Shoe Co., one 
loan of $100,000 in June and a sec- 
ond loan of $100.000 in December;

HOLDING COMPANIES UNDER FIRE. 

Efforts continue in Congress to correct abuses 
which contributed to the collapse of the stock mar- 
ket in 1929 and the subsequent depression. 

The latest proposal, embodied in a bill introduced 
by Chairman Rayburn of the House Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, has to do with holding com- 
panies. Mr. Rayburn says his Dill is intended to 
accomplish the compulsory dissolution, under the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, of public utility 
holding companies which have not been voluntarily 
dissolved at the end of five years. 

Virtually unknown in the United States half a cen- 
tury ago, holding companies have developed enor- 
mously in the past 40 years. They reached their cli- 
max in the Insull pyramid, of which Owen D. Young 
said he doubted if Insull himself understood it. It 
became a maze, and in time it served as the classic 
symbol of a great corporate evil. Not all holding 
companies are evil, but abuse of the privilege to or- 
ganize them became so widespread that the good ones 
at last fell into disrepute with the bad.

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LOUISIANA’S OWN JOB. 


As long ago as November, 1933, Senator Thomas of’ 


Utah made the suggestion to citizens of Louisiana 
that if they felt the State’s republican form of gov- 
ernment was endangered by the political dominance 
of Huey Long, they could apply to Congress for Fed- 
eral intervention. The suggestion has recently been 
renewed by the Square Deal League and others. 


The only constitutional authority for intervention. 


in state affairs is contained in Article IV, Section 4, 
of the Constitution, reading as follows: 

The United States shall giiarantee to every 
state in this Union a republican form of govern- 
ment and shall protect each of them against in- 
vasion, and on application of the Legislature or 
of the executive (when the Legislature cannot be 
convened) against domestic violence. 

It is difficult to see how the ‘Federal Government 
would be warranted, by virtue of this section, in en- 
tering the State of Louisiana for the purpose of un- 
horsing the dictatorial government of Senator Long. 
Louisiana has a republican form of government; it 
has a Governor, a Legislature and a judiciary and if, 
as is true, Senator Long dominates each of them, that 
does not destroy the form itself. The courts have 
held (In re: Duncan, 139, U. S., 461) that “the dis- 
tinguishing feature of the republican form of govern- 
ment is the right of the people to choose their own 
officers for governmental administration and to pass 
their own laws.” Louisiana passes this test. 

Obviously, under Section 4, the Governor or the 
Legislature could ask for Federal troops to protect 
the State against domestic violence. Up to the pres- 
ent, there has been no such domestic violence in Lou- 
isiana as to justify such a request. Moreover, it is 
entirely unlikely that the Long-controlled Governor 
or Legislature would invite Federal help except as a 


last resort. 


Louisiana should not look to the Federal Govern- 
ment to rescue it from Huey Long. Huey is a phe- 
nomenon of its own making. It elected him Gover- 
nor and it elected him United States Senator and it 
consolidated his power by electing his puppets to of- 
fice. By the same token, it can solve its own prob- 
lems by removing Huey from office at the first oppor- 
tunity, as well as his followers.

The Massachusetts law is based on an amendment to 
its Constitution, adopted in 1918, asserting the State’s 
right to regulate “advertising on public ways.” The 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works issued its 
rules on the subject in 1924, and they promptly were 
attacked by the billboard industry. The cases now de- 
cided have been in the courts for nine years. 

The outcome, long awaited as a crucial decision in 
the efforts toward billboard control, upholds the 
State’s action. It gives full vindication to those who 
have held that billboards at intersections may dis- 
tract the motorist’s eyes and thus endanger highway 


safety, and that they detract from the natural beauty | 


of the landscape. The decision asserts that a reason- 
able ground for such a law is “that travelers may be 
free from annoyance.” It continues: 

Protection of scenic beauty from the intrusion 
of advertising on private property is within its 
design and scope. To preserve such landscape 
from defacement promotes the public welfare and 
is a public purpose. 

The decision upholds, too, the ruling that “no signs 
may be erected within 300 feet of any public park or 
reservation if visible from any part of same.” The 
jurists describe the beauties of Boston Common, and 
uphold the barring of signs from its neighborhood 
“on grounds of fitness and taste.” It is with a sim- 
ilar objective, as applied to St. Louis, that the Gen- 
eral Council on Civic Needs recently urged the city 
to condemn a number of large billboards, described 
as “eyesores,” around Memorial Plaza. 

Protests have grown numerous in late years against 
the billboard nuisance, but it was the purpose of the 
Massachusetts law, as in other

E HOPE that the Senate, before it 
W pacsee the appropriation bill for pub- 

lic works relief, will find out ~from 
the President how he expects to spend the 
$4,800,000,000 that it makes available. This 
desire is based, not on abstract constitu- 
tional grounds, such as the separation of 
powers, the impropriety of delegating legis- 
lative functions and the like, but on the 
belief that the President himself does not 
know how the money is to be spent and 
that the mind of the administration ought 
to be much clearer on the subject than it is 
if the whole program is not to be a colossal 
blunder. 

Congress in the past has leaned much too 
far in the direction of making only specific 
appropriations to be handled by particular 
agencies and bureaus for narrowly defined 
purposes. This is one of the greatest sources 
of log-rolling, of political favoritism, of gov- 
ernmental inefficiency. Executives should 
be allowed a much larger discretion in the 
spending of money than has been the habit 
before the present administration. The 
congressional controversy over whether Mr. 
Ickes or Mr. Hopkins or somebody else is 
to spend the relief funds does not interest 
us in the least; we should dislike to see 
the money tied up by ill-considered legisla- 
tive limitations. In the end, it Will prob- 
ably be better to make the appropriation 
as a lump sum, to be spent according to 
the President’s discretion, as he requests. 
But if Congress is to make this concession, 
it ought to do so with full assurance that 
Mr. Roosevelt knows what he is about and 
will exercise the discretion with limits 
that are practicable. 

- * ° 


In his message dealing with this subject, 
the President laid down seven general prin- 
ciples that he proposed to follow. But there 
was scarcely a hint concerning how he pro- 
posed to follow them. Principles are no 
good unless they are embodied in operative 
plans. What main projects are ready? How 
much money and how many men will they 
take? How can the skills of the unem- 
ployed be matched against the specific re- 
quirements for man power? How many of 
the unemployed will be left over, because 
they cannot be fitted into the works scheme, 
and how will relief for them be handled? 
What is the time schedule of the program? 

A public-works plan even of such broad 
specifications cannot be expected to be car- 
ried through without changes arising from 
unexpected circumstances, especially in a 
time of emergency. But nothing will result 
except confusion unless a plan of some sort 
is used as a guide. If the President’s prin- 
ciples were merely to serve as a basis for 
the future policies of a decade, it might 
not be necessary to insist on an operative 
plan, but since the need is to do something 
within the next year, a real plan is urgently 
required. 

We emphasize this point as strongly as 
possible at this juncture, because the most 
superficial inspection of the President's 
seven general principles raises strong doubts 
as to whether there exists any plan at all. 
If there were such a plan, these particular

New Order,” in the issue of Jan, 16, the 
principles appear to be mutually contradic- 
tory. 

How, for instance, can the administration 
possibly employ directly anything like 
3,500,000 jobless persons on public works, if 
these works are to be at once permanently 
useful, self-liquidating and non-competitive 
with private enterprise? Are there enough 
specific projects of this description to em- 
ploy sO many, and are those who are unem- 
ployed qualified to undertake them? When 
to these requirements are added the others 


—that wages are to be below those paid by’ 


private employers, that the projects should 
use as large as possible a proportion of 
direct labor, that they should be capable of 
being tapered off if private employment re- 
vives, that they should be located where 
the most unemployment exists, and that the 
program of the National Resources Board 
should be used in choosing them, one won- 
ders whether there is a single project in 
the country that would satisfy all the condi- 
tions at once. The whole business ‘begins 
to look like a castle in the clouds. 
* * . 

The Senate committee ought to ask the 
representatives of the administration about 
each of the possible types of activity. What 
is the. housing program, for instance? How 
much is to be spent on it, where are the 
projects to be, what orders will they create 
for the materials industries, how many un- 
employed building trades workers will they 
use, to what extent will they and should 
they be self-liquidating, and can they pay 
less than the going rate of wages? Are 
apartments to be left without roofs if the 
building industry revives before they are 
finished? What is the budget for eroston 
control? Will unemployed tailors or book- 
keepers be expected to build rural electric 
lines? What is the test by which it will 
be determined who are “unemployable” and 
therefore to be turned over to local relief? 
Is a surplus coal miner who can mine coal 
but is inexpert at eliminating grade cross- 
ings to be classed as unemployable? How 
many will there be who cannot be fitted 
into the Government plan, and where are 


they, and do the local governments where 
they are have the resources to care for 
them? 


The administration has balked at any- 
thing like a production plan for industry in 
general, but with all its talk of planning it 
surely cannot escape responsibility for a 
genuine operative plan for the immediate 
activities under its own jurisdiction, to be 
financed by Federal appropriation. Here 
a happy-go-lucky, confused attack is inex- 
cusable. Congress may intelligently approve 
appropriations for work relief in so far as 
the President can show that he knows what 
is going to be done with the money and 
what will be the results, in relation to the 
chief ends in view. He ought to be able to 
show this with blueprints, estimates of cost, 
Statistical tables of classified employment, 
time schedules. In so far as there is no 
such planning, Congress ought to make clear 
that it expects the money to be used for 
adequate relief of those who do not have 
jobs either public or private, relief effec.

Two Senators who are lawyers 
and who have had extensive insur- 
ance practice, when asked to ex- 
amine the proposed section, said 
they were of the opinion the change 
would have tne effect of repealing 
the valued policy law. 

The change in the misrepresenta- 
tion section to which objection was 
made deals with the statements on 
which a policy is obtained. Under 
the present law this section applies 
only to life insurance and provides 
that “‘no misrepresentation in ob- 
taining a policy of life insurance 
shall be deemed material, or ren- 
der the policy void, unless the mat- 
ter misrepresented shall have act- 
ually contributed to 
gency or event on which the policy 
is to become due and payable.” 
| The courts have held that this 
means that any misrepresentation 
of facts not causing death are im- 
material. 


Misrepresentation Clause. 
' Under the proposed code any mis- 
representation in an application for 
a policy for any kind of insurance 
would render the policy void if “it 
materially affected either the ac- 
ceptance of the risk or the hazard 
assumed by the company.”

Frankie Frisch is counting on 
Pat Malone as a regular starter on 
the 1935 Cardinal pitching staff, 
but the Redbirds will have to pay 
him the same salary he received 
as a member of the Chicago Cubs 
Jast season, or he will not sign a 
contract, the big right-hander in- 
formed the Post-Dispatch today. 

Replying to 
questions contain- 
ed in a letter, Ma- 
lone wrote that 
while he would 
be happy to play

was convinced by 
the terms offered 
by Branch 
Rickey, that the 
St. Louis club was

Malone, who won 14 games and 
lost only seven last year, despite 
the fact that he did not start a con- 
test during a two-month period, 
pointed to his record over the last 
seven years. During that time he 
won 115 games, an average of 
better than 16 a season. 

Malone’s best years were 1929 
when he won 22 and lost 10 and 
1930 when he had 20 victories 
against nine defeats. Last year he 
was reported in the bad graces of 
the club officials and there were 
rumors that a bonus contract had 
something to do with his non- 
appearance as a starting pitcher 
during the last part of the pennant 
race. He was traded to the Car- 
dinals with cash for Catcher Ken- 
neth O’Dea. 

While Malone in his letter did 
not disclose the terms offered by 
the Cardinals or his 1934 Chicago 
salary, it is understood that the 
Cubs paid him about $10,000 for his 
1934 services and that the Car- 
dinals’ “approach”’ 
for not more than $5000. 

Malone's letter follows: 

“Your letter was forwarded to me 
here at Hot Springs. No I have not 
signed with the Cards yet and won't 
unless I get the same contract I re- 
ceived last year with the Cubs. A few 
days after I was traded to St. Louis, 
Uncle Branch sent me a “big fat” 
contract which I sent back the same 
day—the figure the contract called for 
convinced me he was not counting on 
my wearing a Cardinal uniform in 
1935. And as yet I have not received 
another contract. 

HIS YEARLY AVERAGE. 

“The reason I want the same money 
I received last year is that over a 
period of seven years I have won 115 
games, or about 17 games per year. 
Last year I won 14 and lost seven 
and didn’t start a game for over two 
months, 

“I am here at Hot Springs with Mrs. 
Malone, playing golf and taking the 
baths and I think it is Rickey’s next 
move, 

“‘In regard to playing in St. Louis, 
I would like to play there, for I think 
Frank Frisch is a great manager and 
niso a great fellow with it. I figure 
with a good fielding club back of me, 
such as the Cards, I could win 20 
or more gamés. 

“I see where Diz and Paul are 
going to win 55 and if I win 20 it 
looks like another pennant to me. 

“Yours truly, 
“PAT MALONE.” 

Frisch and Rickey have ex- 
pressed opposite opinions about Ma- 
Jone ever since the Cardinals ob- 
tained him from the Cubs. Rickey 
announced that he had planned to 
use Malone as trading material and 
did not want him as a member of 
the Cardinals. Frisch, however, was 
pleased with the deal because it 
gave him aé fourth dependable 
starting pitcher. 

Malone is a hard working ath- 
lete, with a fine winning spirit, com- 
parable to that of Burleigh Grimes, 
Fred Fitzsimmons or Guy Bush. Oc- 
casionally he is seen where the 
lights are bright and the glasses 
tinkling, but he always has done 
more than his share of work.

HOOPING COUGH is not tak- 
W:: very seriously by most par- 
ents. When a possibility of it 
is mentioned they seem to feel that 
it does not make a very great deal 
of difference whether their children 
get whooping cough or not; that it 
is a mild disease., and probably the 
best thing for the child to have it 
and get it over with, anyway. This 
attitude is an entirely mistaken 
one, as whooping cough is always 
a serious disease. 
It is also a widespread disease. 
In 1932 there were 300,000 cases re- 
ported in the United States, with 
The mortality rate for 


‘infants is about 15 per cent, which 
| certainly makes it serious. It means 


that one out of seven children who 
catch the disease, dies of it. As a 
matter of fact, it causes as many 
deaths as measles and scarlet fever 
combined. 

While it may occur at any time 
during the year, it is particularly 
frequent during the winter. Twenty 
per cent of the cases occur during 
the first year of life, and about 50 
per cent within the first two years 
of life.

On entering the door you are almost im- 
mediately greeted by gayly colored Russian 
New Year’s cards. These are sent in Rus- 
sia much later than with us, around the 
middie and latter part of January. They 
are postcards decorated in that rich, won- 
derful way the Russians have for doing 
even the smallest piece of work, and they 
show elegantly dressed men in full skirts 
and high hats who will be convenient relief 
from the “Sweetheart” ladies just men- 
tioned. I will buy one for every man in- 


|vited to my party so that when the guests 


come into the house there will be none of 
that fatal pause so damping to the spirits 
before food is served. Each gentleman w'!l 
receive his Russian postcard while the girls 


are putting aside their wraps. He will be

Russian refreshments are exceptionally 
good and varied, giving at the same time 
that nourishment so greatly appreciated in 
February when the weather is still cold and 
food of the right sort is needed. There is 
not a lot of cloying frippery to be exclaimed 
over, though the “pastets” and “shasliks” 
may be just as lovely as you care to make 
them. Rather-the food is tasteful and in- 
spiring, giving conversation its start. 


Russian Valentine Supper 
Bortsch with Peroski 
Pastet of Chicken 
or 
Shaslik or Zvibel Clops 
Potatoes in Half Shell New Green Peas 
Meringues 
Coffee 


Bortsch 
Three carrots, cut into pieces, 
Three small onions, sliced 
Three stalks of celery, cut up 


Two uncooked beets, chopped 

Sugar to taste 

Sour whipping cream 

Put into a soup kettle the cut up vege- 
tables, meat, soup bone and water and let 
simmer for two hours. When starting to sim- 
mer drop in a small cloth bag containing 
the spices and herbs. Strain and season 
to taste. Add the chopped beets, cock for 
15 minutes, strain and reheat. Serve with 
a topping of whipped sour cream, This mak¢s 
eight to 10 servings. 

With the bortsch are served peroski, those 
rich, crunchy rolls filled with meat. In 
themselves they give a certain dash to the 


meal. 
Peroski Filling 


Two pork chops 

One veal chop 

Few scrapings of onion 

Two egg yolks 

Salt and pepper 

Partially cook the chops, then cut off 
the meat and put through a food chopper. 
Blend with the cnion, beaten egg yolks and 
season to taste. 


Peroski Crust 


One cup shortening 

Three-quarter cup granulated sugar 

One-cup boiling water 

Two cakes compressed yeast 

One cup lukewarm water 

Two eggs 

Six cups pastry flour 

One teaspoon salt 

One-quarter cup melted butter 

Two egg yolks 

Two tablespoons Parmesan cheese, grated. 

Place shortening and sugar in the boiling 
water and stir until dissolved. Cool until 


edges. Make small rounds of the meat 
filling, flatten to a size to leave one- 
quarter-inch margin of crust. Roll up 
and fasten with "“oothpicks. Brush 
outside slightly with melted butter 
and place in a well greased pan, not 
too close together. Allow to rise in 
a warm place until doubled in bulk. 
Bake in a hot oven (400 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) from 20 to 35 minutes. Just 
before removing from "he oven brush 
with beaten egg yolk and sprinkle 
lightly with grated cheeese. This 
makes two dozen peroski. The course fol- 
lowing the soup may include a jellied chick- 
en roll encased in mayonnaise aspic. Shaslik 
is another interesting and easily prepared

Sixteen loin lamb chops, thinly sliced 

Eight very small, firm tomatoes 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Remove the firm, round eye portion of the 
chops and arrange on eight skewers in half 
crosswise. Place in hot broiler and broil, 
turning occasionally to cook evenly, for 
about 15 to 20 minutes. Season when half 
cooked. Serve sizzling hot on paper doilies 
and with skewer frills. This makes eight 
servings. 


Russian Meringues 

Six egg whites 

One-quarter teaspoon cream of tartar 

One dnd a half cups granulated sugar 

Two teaspgons vanilla 

Two cups whipping cream 

One-quarter cup powdered sugar 

One-half teaspoon almond extract 

Three-quarter cup pecans, chopped 

One-half cup maraschino cherries, quar- 
tered 

One and a quarter cups shredded coconut 

Beat egg whites until foamy. Add the 
cream of tartar and beat until stiff enough 
to stand in peaks, but not too dry. Add the 
sugar, two tablegpoons at a time, beating 
after each addition. Add one and a half 
teaspoons of the vanilla. Cover the bottoms 
of medium-sized muffin tins with rounds 
cf plain brown paper. Do not grease. Pack 
with meringue, cutting with knife to remove 
air pockets.

Cutting Down 
Double Chins 


By Edna K. Forbes 


HETHER you have a double 
chin, or one slim, firm chin, 
is not luck, and it has only a 
little to do with age. Your chin 
line can be controlled, and that 
without taking up a great deal of 
your time in working on it. Diet, 
to reduce you to decent propor- 
tions if you are too stout, exer- 
cise, for even the chin muscles 
need this, some creams and astrin- 
gents, and a little occasional mas- 
gage. 

I am assuming first that you are 
reducing, in which case the bag of 
fat under the chin will be going 
away, leaving a lot of slack skin 
to be taken up. In this case you 
need cleansing cream, chiefly as 
an emollient, some gentle massage, 
Icts of chin exercises and a ten 
minute rubbing with ice each day. 

These exercises follow: let the 
head drop forward, quite relaxed, 
to the chest. Then inhale, tense the 
chin muscles, bring the head erect 
and raise the chin as high as pos- 
sible. Hold a few seconds, relax, 
exhale, and tart over. Now. do 
exactly the same thing, only start 
with the head as far to one side 
as possible, tense the muscles, 
bring the head to the cther side, 
and relax—and repeat. The third 
exercise is to raise the head, tense 
the chin and neck muscles, and 
turn the head, looking as far over 
first one shoulder and then the 
other, as is possible. 

After these exercises, apply a 
strong astringent skin tonic (you 
always do these after a thorough 
cream cleansing of the skin). At 
bedtime you massage gently with 
a heavy tissue cream, if the neck 
is crepy, and with a light tissue 
cream if you have cuffered just 
from double chin. And at some 
time during the day, after cleans- 
ing with cream, rub with a lump 
of ice wrapped in a bit of muslin. 
You can do this at any time which 
happens to be convenient, but you 
should use either the cleansing or 
tissue cream before the ice rub.
